He was an Aztec warrior and cacique of the 
town of TIalmanalco. but submrtted to the Span- 
iards; was baptized and appointed captain ot the 
native auxiliary force* that accompanied the ex- 
pedition against the wild Chichimec Indutns in 
1S40. On his return he wrote " 1{<-1scl6u do la 
Jornada que hiio el virey, Don Antonio de Men- 
doza, i ticrra de los Chichiniecos de Xuchipila," 
the manuscript of which existed in the archives of 
the Franciscan province of Klexico. and is now in 
the National library. It was published by Joaquin 
Oarcla Icaibalctta in the si'cond volume of his 
" Coleccion de Documentos" (Mexico. I858-'66). 

ACTON, Thomu Coxon. banker, b. in New 
Yorlc city, 23 Feb.. IS23 ; d. in Savbrook, Conn.. I 
May, 18EW. lie was educated in 'his native city, 
was clerk for three years, and then wns in the sur- 
rogate's olllce, afterward deputy npiilQT [or <ix 
years, in 1800 became commissioner of the New 
York metropolitan pollcBi and two years later was 
president of that board, where he remained for 
seven years, in which office he did gooil service in 
suppressing the draft riots. In 1HT0 he was ap- 
pomtad superintendent of the U. S. assay olllce. 
which post he held for twelve veats. He liocaine 
V. S. assistant treasurer at New York in 1HN3, and 
in 1887 president of the liank of New Ainsl«rdBm 
in that city. In 1H04 Mr. Acton resigned, but he 
remained a director at the bonk. 

ADAMS, Cbarlcs Coffln. clergyman, b. in 
Newbnrvport, Mass., 2S Ang., IBIU; d. in New 
York city, 24 Feb.. 1S88. He was educated in his 
native town, onlaincd to the ministry of the Prot- 
estant Kpiscopal church, and was rector of par- 
ishes in Florida and in Baltimore, and from 1863 
until his death was in charge of St. Mary's parish, 
HanhattanviUe. N. Y, lie was a sncccs.<ful pas- 
tor and a popular writer.

Emillo, soldier, b. in 
the Philippine Islands In 1873. lie was educated 
•t a private college under the direction of Dr. 
Cipriano Oouranlea, a Filipino. lie tlwn engaged 



in agriculture. In 18M he became mayor of the 
town ot CarlU. He lint became prominent in 
the rebellion that broke out In I8M, the result of 
a eonspirac;r that had been in preiiaration for 
seven years In the Catipunaii. the inner circle cre- 
ated for political purposes by the natives in the 
Masonic lodges into which the Spaniards had Ini- 
tiated them. The outbreak came in August, liKN). 
After Qerco lighting in the later mimtiis of the 
Tear, in January, IwT, Aguinaldo advanced from 
ravil^ into the province ot Manila wllh about 
troops, intending to carry the rebellion into 
ions that had not yet riwn. ami also to join 
forces with the insurgent general, Dimaluga. Ho 
was unsuccesBful, however: the S|)anlBh cleared 
the province bv the middle of jHiiiiary, and foreed 
Aguinaldo back into Cavltiaeain.

When the lepublican armj- 
triumphed Nr, Ahumadawent to Colima, and was 
elected a member of the state lesJslaturs. In I86S 
he took part in the campaign oI TamauUpas under 
Oen. Dias. and later fllled several important posts. 
While living in the state of Chihuahua he was 
elected governor, and at present Alls this place. 
Wishing to introduce in Chihuahua all possible 
improvements tiesidee those alreadj planned, Oov- 
emor Ahumada visited the United Sutes. where 
he WAS very hoepil«t>ly received. 

AINSWORTH, Frederick Crarton, soldier, b. 
in Woodstock. Vu, 11 Sept, 1853 ; appointed anist- 
ant surgeon. U. S. arm;. 10 Nov.. 1874 ; promoted 
surgeon, 27 Feb., 1891 : appointed colonel and chief 
ottlie record and pension office, 37 Hay, 1803. Be 
enjoys the dislioction of being the onljofOcerof 
the army proniotod from the rank of major to 
colonel by the direct action of congress. From 
1876 to 16S6 there was a large arrearage of work 
in the office of the surgeon -gene rat. and congress 
was regularly appealed to for more clerks, as there 
were over 9,000 coses in arrears. Col. Ainsworth 
cleared up all this arrearage, and instituted such 
a system that since that time all calls tor meilieal 
histories of soldiers have been answereil without 
delay. The hospital records of all soldiers ot the 
volunteer armies are now contained on nearly 
7,1X10,000 index record-cards, which are Sled in the

clerks formerly did. A like condition existed in

a quantity ot stores. But before he could accom- 
plish all this Qen. Pet«r B. Porter collected • 
■mall torce and attacked the invaders, and after 
an encounter of twenty minutes the British re- 
treated. When their boats pushed oft the Ameri- 
cans renewed their fire, fatally wounding Biaahopp. 

BLACK, Fraik Sirtttt, govemor,b.ln Liming- 
ton, York CO.. He.,SHaK!h, 1858, where his father, 
Jacob Black, waa a tanner. After graduation at 
Dartmouth in I8TS, he moved lo Johnstown. N.T_ 
and studied law; lack of means, hovrever. forced 
him to accept the position oteditorof "The Johns- 
town Journal."

He came to this country as an infant with his 
parenta. wbo settled at first in Virginia, but sub- 
sequently removed to Kentucky and was educated 
at Transylvania seminary (now university), com- 
pleting hi* course in Banlstown. His theoloslcal 
studies were made with Rev. David Rica in Dan- 
ville, and he was licensed to preach on 14 Feb, 
ITW. by the Transylvania presbytery. At first ha 
Bsrved as a missionary, but on i June, ITSfl. he 
was ordained and iastalleil as pastor over several 
churohel in Shelby and Nelson counties. For 
many years he was the oniy Presbyterian clercv- 
mao in a very wide eitent ot country, to supplr 
whicb he labored with indefatigable Industry and 
perseverance, travelling through a wilderness in 
the most inclement seasons, and often being 
obliged to swim swollen streams to fulfil his ap- 
pointments. He organized and built up many 
churches, and next to Rev. David Rice was consid' 
ered the father ot Presbyterian Ism in Kentucky, 
being known familiarly as " Father Camaroti." 
Prom lime to time he found il nrccesary to con- 
tract his labors, and from 1828 until near the close 
of hi* life he devoted himself to the churcbea of 
Sbelbyville and Mulberry.

She waa. according to some authors, 
amoDfi the virgins that guarded at Cuioo the 
uchires of the nation in a magnificent palace 
dedieal«d to the sun. which occupied the aite 
where the conrent of Santa Catalma de Siena 
now stands, but others contest this, although all 
agree that she deserves the name of the Peruvian 
Sappho. She fell la lore with a priest, Yahiiar 
Imace, who disdained her. and she bewailed her 
misfortune in touching and graceful lenies. or 
yaravis, some of which were tilllately occasionally 
san^ by Indians in the mountains of Pom and 
Bolivia, I'he jaravis composed by Csnovhaee were. 
according to all historians, graceful poems, and 
Ferdinand Denis proposed in 1S80 to the French 

Svemment to appoint a conimission /or obtaining 
t original melody from the Indians. Tradition 
■ays that Cancchaee committed suicide in the 
Colqui-^^ocha, or Silver lake. Her poems are men- 
tioned by Valdes y Palacios in his " Viage al Cui- 
oo." by Alcide d'Orbigny in his " L'homme Ameri- 
Cain, bj Johann von Tschadi in hi* "AnligOe- 
dadea Pemanas " (Vienna. 18S1). and by otheis. 

CANDLER, Allen Daalel, governor, b. in 
Lumpkin county. Oa. He was gracluated from 
Mercer unirersitv. and became a manufaetnrer. 
In 18«I he entered the Confederate army as a 
captain, continuing to the cIobb of the civil war, 
when be had attained to the rank of colonel. In 
187S he was elected to the legislature, in ISTS to 
the Qeorgia senate, and from 1B83 Co 1890 he was 
a member of congress. In 1894 he t>pcame secre- 
tary of state, anifin October, 1896, he was elected 
governor of Georgia. He is the author of a 
biographv of his great-grandfather, entitled " Col. 
Wiriiani Candler, of Oeorgia." who was an officer 
of the Revolutionary army (Atlanta. t8M). 

CANDLER, Warren Akin. M. E. bishop, b. 
near Villa Itica. Carmll co., Ga., 38 Aug.. 18ST. 
He was ipwliiated at Emory college, was licensed 
to preach in IS*^. and became pastor of various 
churches in the south. In 1B8S he was appnlntod 
asistont editor of the " Christian Advocate." and 
three years later be accepted the presidency of 
Emory college, which he held until elected bishop 
in Hay, im He ha.* received the degrees of 
D. D. and LL. D., and is the author of -'llis- 
lorr of Sunday-Schools" (N'ew York. 1880) and 
" Georgia's Educational Work " (Atlanta, 1803). 

CANNON, Frank Jenne, senator, b. in Salt 
Lake City, 25 Jan.. 1850, and vas graduated from 
the University of Ulah in 1878. He became a 
printer and cimtribulor to newapa|>ers. Mr. Cannon 
was a delegate to the Kepuhlican national conven- 
tion whith met at Minnea|>olis in 1692. and during 
the saineyear he was defe/iled for delegate to con- 
greaa. Two years later he was successful, and in 
January. 1806. he waa elected to the U. S. seuate. 
His term of service eipire.1 in March. 1699. He 
withdrew from the St. I/nuis national Republican 
convention of 1808 because of ilissatistaction with 
the monetarv plank of the platform.

Daring this 
campaign he became infected with the germs ot 
typhoid fever : he fought against the attack with 
hia customary energ*. but was forced tt> succumb.

He served daring the 
civil war in New Mexico, the National goverii- 
ment giving him two brevets for gallantry. At 
the battle ot Apacbe CaCon, near SanU F«, Capt. 
Carey commanded one of the battalions that 
gained the rear o'f the enemy, captured and de- 
stroyed all their ammunition, suppliea. and trans- 
portation, and turned the defeat of the Union forces 
at the front into a victory. The enemy, having 
no iuppliea, were forced to leave the country. He 
was brevetted major for services on that occasion. 
In 186S-'4 he took part in the campaign against 
the Navajo Indians, which resulted In theirlteing 
oonqnered. With a hundred and flfty picked men 
hepasaed through the Cahon de Cbelly, a teat never 
before accomplished in time of war with the In- 
dians. For it he waa brevetted lientonant-cotoneL 
He was chief quartermaster ot New Ueiico tor 
some time, and superintendent ot the volunteer 
signal service, chief mustering and disbursing 
olBcer and commissary of the territory in 1860, 
and afterward in charge of the chief commissary's 
office, department ot Dakota, until 5 OcL.

In 1KI7 he became inlerpstcil In 
the eilucatinn of the blind, for whom he eslali- 
lished a Bible doss in New York cilv. [te was 
afterward appointed to organise llie Ohio liistilu- 
lion tor the blind, which he comlucled In iOVt-t, 
and also visited similar institutions In Kurope. 
publishing, on his return, an extended ocroiint 
of their condition and methnils. In 184fl-'n he 
was principal ot a school tor girls, and fmm 
1840 until his dealh he was at Ihe head of tlie 
" Pennsykanla institution tor instmelion ot Ihe 
blind.'* He early advocated the eslablishnicut nl 
Bupptementari- institutions for the care nt Ihe 
blind after their education was completed, anil 
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untti the time of his death president of the Phila- 
delphia citT institute, which was establiahed to 
furnish without charge night schools, books, and 
lectures to youths ot both sexes.

When the New York legislature aseembled. 8 
Jan., 1889. Mr. Cleveland resigned tha eovemor- 
■hip of the state. On ST Feb. was published a 
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letter of tha president-elect in answer to on* 

signed by several members of oongress, in which 
he indicsitad his opposition to an increased ooinage 
of silver, and suggested a sus|iension of tha pur> 
chue and coinage of that metal as a measure of 
safety, in order to prevent a financial crisis and 
tha nltimato expulsion of gold by silver.

public sentiment bf frequent ezpreesion of hia 
opinions on important publto questions. These 

airevrions were klwajn baaed upon an implicit 
ipf that the inlefrritj and justice of the oeople 
wonld not tolerate demafogism, but demanded ot 
an; leader the truth feariesalr spoken. Conivaous 
of a stmntc public demand that, he ahould anin 
be the deinocralic candidate for president, and ot 
the perKinal coii!<equence to him of bis ever^ word 
and ad, he constantiT slated his views with tbe 
courage and candor which liad characteriied his 
whole public life. A notable instance of this was 
his famous letter ot 10 Feb., 1891, addreived to a 
public meeting in New York citf. which hod been 
cklled to protest against a bill then pending in 
eongrais tor the free and unlimited coinage ot 
silver. There was grare danger that the bill 
would be enacted, behind it was a strong public 
Kntiment. including probablj a majarit; In con- 
g n m ot his own partj. His opposition insured, it 
wai believed, the failure ot the bill, bnt also of all 
chance tor his renomination. Tet. impelled by a 
sense of public dulj which would not consider 

Srsonal consequences, he declared his belief " that 
9 greatest peril would be invited by the adop- 
tion of the subeme" ; and hedenounoed "the dan- 
gerous and recklesa experiment of free, unlimited. 
and independent silver ooinage." The bill was de- 
feated. Notwithstanding the opposition and pre- 
dictions ot tnany leaders ot his partj. the demand 
tor his renomination steadily increased.

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Be denounoed " the attempt of the opponentj ot 
democracy to interfere with and control the suf- 
frage ot the states through federal agencies" aa 
"a design, which no explanation can mitigate, to 
reverse the fundamental and sate relatione be- 
tvieen the people and their government." He ad- 
vocated "sound and honeal money," declaring: 
" Whatever may be the form of tha people's cur- 
rency, national or state — whether gold, silver, or 
paper — it should be so regulnted and guarded b; 
governmental actinn. or by wiae and careful laws, 
that no one can be deluded a« to the oertainly and 
stability of its value. Every dollar put into the 
hands of the people should be of the same intrinsic 
value or purchasing power. With this condition 
absolutely guanjil^, both gold and silver can 
safely be utiliied upon eqnal terms in the adjust- 
ment of our currency." He also urged "an honest 
adherence to the letter and spirit of civil servicn 
reform," "libenl consideration for our worthy 
vetenin soldiers and for the families of those who 
have died," but insisting that "our peninon roll 
should be a roll ot honor, uncontamioaled by ill 
desert and unvitiated by demagogic use." 

After a moat vigorous campaign and a thorou^ 
discusrion ot important principles and meaanrea, 
the democistio party won an overwhelming vio- 
tory. reversing the electoral voto of 1688 and 
largely increasing ita popular plurali^, and carry- 
ing both the aenace and house of representa- 
tives. Tbe ticket carried twanty-ihne italeB. in- 
cluding the doubtful sUCes of New York, New 
Jersef, Conneotlcui. and Indiana, and for the Bnt 
time in veait in a preaidantial contest Illinois and 
Wisoonaio. The popular vote was 5.308.148 tor 
(;iereland, 0,180,01 for Barrison, 1.080,138 for 
Weaver, ot the - people's parly." and 208^1 for 
Bidwell, the probibihonist. In the electorml col- 
lege Mr. Cleveland received 376 voles, Qen. Uairi- 
sou Its. and Mr. Weaver 38. On 4 Ilarah, 1888, 
Hr. Cleveland was for a second time inanguratad 
president, being the first instance in this conn- 
try ot a president re-elected aher an interim. He 
immediately nominated, and the senate prompt- 
ly conBrmed. as his cabinet Walter Q. Gresliam. 
of Indiana, secretary of state : John Q. Carlisle, of 
Kentucky, secretary of the treasury: Daniel 8, 
Lament, ot New York, secretary ot war ; Richard 
OIney. ot Maasachusetts. attorney-general ; Wilson 
S. Bissell, of New York, postmaster-general: 
Hilary A. Herbert, ot Alabama, secretary ot the 
navy ; Hoke Smith, ot Qeonria. Mcrelary of the 
interior; and J, Sterling Morton, of nebraaka, 
secretary ot agriculture. Judge Qresham died on 
S8 Uay. ISSS.liaving held office but a few monUis, 
and was succeeded by the attorney-general, Hr. 
Olnev, whoee place was taken by Judson Harmon. 
ot Ohio. A little later pnetmasteT^seneral Bissell 
resigned and was succeeded by William L. Wilaon. 
of Virginia. In August, IBM, Secretary Smith re- 
signed and the preaident appointed In his plaoe 
David R. Francis, ot Missouri 

Grave and diflicnlt queetlons at onoe confronted 
his administration.

On 18 Deo^ 1W8. in a special message to oon- 
gress, he tmismitled the report of the commis- 
sioner with all the evidence and papen connected 
•ith the case. In his mnwnge. litvt rerlewing all 
the facts and confirming the finding of the oom- 
miraionet. he declared that he believed "that a 
candid and thorough eiamination of the facts will 
(oToe the conTiction Cliat Che proviiional govern- 
meat owes its eiistenoe to an armed invasioo b; 
the United Slates. . . . The lawful government of 
Hawaii was overthrown without the drawing of a 
sword or the firing of a shot, bj a process sverj 
step of which, it nuij satel; be anerted, is directl j 
tnueable to and dependent tor iu success upon 
the ageno; of the tliiited Stales acting through 
its diplomatic and naval representatiTee." 

Referring to the principles which should govern 
the case, he said : "1 auppose that right and jus- 
tice should delermins the path to be followed In 
treating this subject If national honest]' is to be 
disregarded and a deeire for territorial extension or 
dissatisfaction with a form of goTemmeDt not our 
own ought to regulate onr conduct, I have entirely 
misapiHehended the mission and character of oar 
government andthabehavioar which the conscience 
of onr people demands of their public servants. . . . 

"A man of tme honor protects the unwritten 
word which binds his conscience more scrupulous- 
ly, if poesible, than he dots the bond, a breach of 
which subjects him to l^al llabillUes: and the 
United States, In aiming to maintain itself as one 
of the most enlightened of nations, would do its 
cititen* SToas injustice If it applied to its interna- 
tional relations any other than a high standard of 
honor and morality. On that gronnd the United 
States can not properly be put in the position of 
countenancing a wrong after its oommission any 
more than in that of consenting to it in advance. 
On that ground itcan not allow itself to refuse to 
redress an injury inflicted through an abnse of 
power bv ofBcera clothed with its authority and 
wearing ita uniform: and on Che same ground, if a 
feeble DuC friendly state is in danger of being 
robbed ol its independence and its sovereignly by 
a misuse of the name and power of the United 
States, the United Slates can not fail to vindicate 
its honor and its sense of justice by an earnest 
•Sort to mahe all possible reparation. . . . 

"These pritiaiples apply to the preiKtit case with 
irresisUtde force when the special conditions of the 
r Mtvereignty are recalled.

and he commended the subject " to the «ilend«l 
powers and wide discrTtion of conEress " for a so- 
lution " consistent with Americaa honor, integrity, 
and morality." 

Theae proposals of the president met with 
strong oppoeiCioD in congress, and in February, 
1B94, the Bsnale committee on foreign relations 
made a cvport upholding Minister Stevens in his 
course with relation to the revolution. Previous 
Co Ul)^ in December, 1898. Mr. Willis, the U. S. 
minister, had formally announced the president's 
polioy to Pl«ident Dole. ^' • • ■ ' 
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a similar resolution was tabled in the senate, M to 
18, on 29 Uay, and on 81 May a resolution was 
adopted against interference by the United States. 
On i July, 18H, the constitution of the republic 
of Hawaii was formally proclaimed by the revoln- 
Cionarv government, and Mr. Dole was declared 
president until December, 1000. The U. S. senate 
passed a resolution favoring the recognition of ihe 
new republic, and thus the matter practically 
passed oat ot Hr. Clevehuid's hands. 

This was not the only question ot foreign policy 
that was toroad upon Che administration. Early 
in 18SS an insurrectioD broke out on the island of 
Cuba. Mr. Cleveland at once took measures 
against violation of the neutrality laws, and in his 
message in December he appealed for the oberrva- 
tioQ of strict neutralitv as a " plain duty." Sym- 
pathy with the inaurgentB was wide-sptead, how- 
ever, and it became increuingly difflculC to detect 
filibustering eipedicions, and still more so to indict 
■nd convict those guilty of violations ot neutrality. 
The administration was blamed in Spain for sup- 
posed failure to entoroe Iha law, and in the United 
States tor attempting to enforce it too stringently. 
Strong efforts were made to induoe the adminis- 
tration to recogniie the insurgents as belligerents, 
■nd in April. ISM, a resolution in favor of such 
recognition passed both houses of oongtns. Mr. 
Cleveland disregarded Ihese resolutions as being 
an attempt to invade the prerogative ot the el- 
eoutivB, and Secniary Olney stUed publicly that 
the administration regarded them merely aa "an 
expression ot opinion on the part of a number of 
eminent gentlemen." Besides the reeolutlont 
just referred to others were introduced at varion* 
limes providing for intervention, for special invet- 
tigation, and lor recognillon of the Culan n 
lio. On 8 June. IBM, Mr. Clevelani- 
hngh Lee to Havana as consul-gene 
ot Itamon 0.

Cor which apology was ultimalelr made by 
Spain, the oondemnation todeathoC the crew of the 
allegailfllibiuteringachooner** Competitor," which 
waa finally auspended upon reprenntation that the 
prisomrs had not received the tri&l by dvU tri. 
bunal to which ther were entitled tiy treaty, and 
the settlement by Spain, on 14 Sept., ISHS, o( the 
long-standing cliiim of 1,300,000 pesos, as in- 
demnity (or the condemnation to death, in 1870, of 
Antonio Mora, a natnraliied American citizen, and 
the confiscation of his estates. It was char^ by 
the snemica of the administratkni that this pay- 
ment was made in panoanoe of a secret agreement 
by which the United States bound itaeK to Tigilant 
action in the luppreslion o( fllibualering. 

But the moat conspicaous event in the relations 
of the adminisltation with foreign conntries was 
undoubtedly President Cleveland^ Venezuela mes- 
sage, the act most highly praised an well as the 
moet severely condemned of his whole publio 
career. In his message lo congress on S Dec 1898, 
Mr. CleveUnd called altentiou to the long-stand- 
ing boundary dispute between Qreat Britain and 
VenoEuela, and to the efforts of the U. S. gor- 
eminent to induoe the disputants to settle it by 
■rbitratinn. Prerioualy, in July, Secretary Otney, 
In adespatch la the American ambassador in Lon- 
don, hml called attention to the peculiar interest o[ 
the United States in the dispute, owing to the nla- 
tion of that dispute to the Monroe doctrine, and 
ag^n urging arbitmtlon. On 36 Nov. Lord Salis- 
bury returned an answer in which he denied that 
the interests of the United Slates were nec«s»nly 
concrrned in such disputes, and refused to arbitrate 
except in regard to territory lying to the west of 
the Schomburgk line— a line surveyed by Qreat 
Britain in IS4l-'l. 

These despatches were sent to oongrsas on IT Deo. 
together with a special message In which Mr, Cleve- 
land stated that, as Oreat Britain had n(uwd to 
arbitrate the dispute, it now tiecame the duly of 
the United States Co determine the boundary line 
by diligent inquiry, and asked for a special appro- 

eiation to defray the expenses of a commission to 
appointed by the executive (or that purpose. 
This commission was to report withont delay. 
"When such report is made and accepted," the 
message went on, "it will, in my opinion, be the 
duty of the United States to resist by every means 
in its power, as a wiKul aggression upon iu rights 
and interests, the appropriation by Qreat BritjJn of 
any lands or the exercise of govemniental jurisdic- 
tion over any tfirrilory which, aRer invemlgation, we 
bars determined of right to belong to Vensiuela." 
This message caused great excitement both in 
this country and Great Britain, being regarded as 
equivalent to a threat of war. The president's 
course, however, was almost unanimously upheld 
by both porliea in congress, which immediately 
authorized the appointment of a boundsrv com- 
mission, and this commission was immediately con- 
stituted by the appointment of Jusllce David J. 
Brawer.oi the U. S.supr«ms court; Chiet-Jiutloe 



R Coudert, of Kew York; and Daniel C. 
Oilman, pre!<ident of Johns Hopkins university. 

The commission began at once to take testimony 
and accumulated a vast amount of data, but befora 
it was prepared to make its tonnal report, tha ex- 
citement due lo the messsge had subsided nn both 
sides of the Atlantic, and an agreement was reached 
through diplomatic channels by which Oreat Brit- 
ain bound herself to arbitrate her dispute with 
Venezuela, thus terminating the incident. The 
conclusion of this controversy was widsjy reganleid 
as the Brat formal acquiescence by a European 
power in the Monroe cfoctrine, or, at any rabs, ia 
the application of that doctrine to warrant the ex- 
ercise by the United States of virtual proteoUon 
over the smaller American states. The Venenm- 
Ian arbitration treaty was signed at Washiiuton 
by Sir Julian Pauncefote for England and Hinb- 
ter Andrade tor Venezuela, on 3 Feb. According 
to its provisions. President Cleveland deatgnated as 
arbitrator, on behalf of the United Slates, J mtio* 
Brewer, of the supreme coort, while the Veneia«- 
lan government named Chief-Jnstlcv Puller, and 
Gnat Britain appointed Lord Uerscbell and Jus- 
tice Collins

Owing lo the repeated afforCa, especially fn tb« 
Pacific states, to restrict Chineae Immigration, lawt 
had been paoed by oongresa, which were agreed to 
by China In a special treaty concluded at Wash- 
ington, IT Monh, 19M. By this treaty Chinese 
laborers were prohibited entering the country, and 
those already residing in the United States vera 
required lo be registered. On 8 lilay, lEM, tha 
time fixed by congress tor this registration ex- 
pired. There was great objection to this feature 
of the law, and large numbers of Chinese had failed 
to register. The law provided that all such should 
ba deported, but finally Che ad ministration, decided 
that as no means had been provided for this par- 
pose no steps should ba taken to carry out th* da- 
portation clause. 

The seal-fishery qnestion, which it had bean 
hoped was settled by the Paris tribunal, oontlnned 
to ooma in different forms before the adininiifr*- 
tlon.

Confldence hail become impaired and credit shaken. 
Business interests and the conservative aentiment 
of the country demanded the repeal of the provi- 
sions of the ai!t of 14 July. Itt90 (popularly known 
as the ijhertnan act), which required the monthly 
purchase of four and one-holt million ounces of sil- 
ver and the issue of treasury notes in payment 
therefor. Such repeal the president strongly rec- I 

ciol plicht is not the result of untoward events, nor

a bill which paaseil both houses of congima. Thia 
bill the president vetoed on " ill-advisnl and dan- 
gerous." He said : " Sound finance does not com- 
mend a further infusion of silver into our cnrrencj 
at this time unaccompanied by further odrquotD 
pmvision tor the mainlenanoe in our treosoty of « 
safe gold reserve." 

At the first nuculor session of the flfty-third con- 
gress, opened 4 Dec, 1(493, the question of tariff re- 
vision was at once considered. In his message ot 
that dote the president, after reviewing the work 
and needs of the various denartinenta of govern- 
ment, dwelt with special emphasis on the necessity 
of immediately undertaking this important reform.

A tariff Irill, substantially following the lines sug- 
gested by the president and providing among other 
things tor free wool, coal, iron ore. and lumlwr, was 
tninied by the committee on ways and means, and, 
with the addition ot treo sugar and an income tax. 
passed the house on 1 Feb., 1S04. In the senate 
the bill WHS amended in mon^ items, and generally 
in thedirection of higher duties. After five months 
of prolonged discussion the bill, asamendod, passed 
the senate by a small majority, all (he democrats 
voting toritexcept Senator Hill. of NewVork. It 
was then referred lo a conference committee of 
both houses to adjust thediffcrancestietweeathem. 
A long and determined cimlest was there waged, 
principally over the duties upon cool, iron ore. and 
sngnr. It was understood that a small group of 
democratic senators had. contrary to the express 
wishes and pledges of their party and by threats 
o( defeating the bill, torceil higher duties in im- 
portant schedules. While the bill was pending be- 
fore the conference comiiiiitee the president, in a 
tetter to Mr. Wilson, the chairman ot the ways and 
means committee, which lat«r was read to t^ 
hoUK, strongly urged ail he re nee to the position 
which the house hod taken. 

The house, however, finally receded from its po- 
sition ill the briicf that any other course would de- 
teat or long delay any reduction of the tariff, and 
that the business intsrealsot the country demanded 
sn end tothecnnfiicL The bill, ss amended, passed 
Inth houses, and at midnight ot 3T Aug., ltW4. be- 
came a law without the signature of the president. 
In a published letter ot the same date hegave his 
reasons tor withholding his approval. While ha 
believed the bill was a vast improvement over el- 
isling condition?, and would certainly lighten many 
tariff burdens which rested heavily on the people, 
he Mid : " I take my place with the rank and file 
ot the democratic party who believe in tariff re- 
form and well know what it is, who refuse to accept

On 211 Hay (be j)rBsiaent vetoed a river and har- 
bor bill that provided for the immediate expendi- 
tnrs of $17,000,000, and anthorlied oonlraols tor 
$63,000,000 more, but it was pasMd over his veto. 

In July. 1»M. serious labor troubles arom in Illi- 
nois and other statee of the west, beginning with a 
strike of the employees of the Pullman piiUace oar 
company, and spreading over many of the railroads 
oeiilring in Chic««o. Travel was interrupted, the 
mnils delayed, and interstate commerce nbitmelod. 
So wide-spread became the trouble, incolring con- 
stant acts of violence ami lawlessness, and so grave 
was the crisis, Ibal military force was necessary, 
especially in Chicago, to preserve the pe^ie, en- 
force the laws, and protect property. The presi- 
dent, with commendable flrmness and promptnese, 
fully met the emergency. Acting under authority 
Tested in him by law. he ordered a large force of 
n. S. troopa to Chicago to remove obstructions to 
the Buuls and intentate commarM, and to enforoe 



n emergencv. and 
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the taws of the United States and the proctas of 
the federal courta; and on B and V July Issued 
proclamations commanding the dispernoa of all 
unlawful aaaemblages within the disturbed states. 
The governor of Illinois objected to the presence 
of the troops without his sanction or request. In 
answer to his protest the president tel^raphed: 
" Federal tronpe were sent Ui Chicago in strict ao- 
cordaiice with the constitution and laws of the 
United SUlee upon the demand of the poal-offlce 
department that obstniclion of the mails should 
be removed, and upon the representations of the 
judicial ofllcera of ths United States that prooeaa 
of the federal courts oould not be executed through 
the ordinary means, and upon abundant proof that 
conspiracies sxistsd against commerce between ttia 
states. To meet these conditions, which an olsarly 
within the province of federal authorilr, the prss' 
eoce of federal troopa in the city of Cbicago waa 
deemed not only [utiper, but necessary, and then 
has been no intention of thereby interfering with 
the plain duty of the local authorities to preterr* 
the peace of the city." 

To a further protest and argument of the gnvem- 
or the president replied: "While I am still oer* 
suaded that I have transcended neither my ai

On 16 June Mr. Cleveland, In a published 
lelter, condemneil the tree-silver movement, and 
Cklled upon its opponents to do all in their power 
Co defeat it. The cnnvenCion was clearly ai>pO(ied 
to Mr. Clevsland. Its platform was in elierC a 
condemnation of his policy in the mMters ot the 
ourrency, the prewrvacion ot public order, civil- 
•ervice reform, and Cuban policy. It declared for 
the free coinage ot silver and nominated a pro- 
nounced free-silver advocate. In the canvaia that 
followed Mr. Cleveland was favorable to the gold- 
■landanlwingot the party, which under the name of 
tlw nMionat democnbi held a aeparate convention 
and ooninated Senator Palmer for the presidency.

Mr. Cleveland is as distiAguUhed for torcit|le 
speech as for forcible action. Uls many addrose*. 
both whils in uid out of olDce, are marked by clear- 
ness of thought and directness of eipression, which, 
with his courage and ability, have always appealea 
to the best sentiments ot the people, and have 
formed and led a healthy public ofunion. He ia 
notable for being the first public man in the United 
States to be nominated for the presidencir thrice in 
succession. Equally remarkable is the tact that he 
has received this letngnition although often at vari- 
ance withhisown party. Bisflnalwithdnwalfrom 
public office was marked, as has been already s^ 
bv a general estrangement between him and many 
of those who had been onco bis followers, and de- 
spite this the papular feeling toward him through- 
out Che country continued to be one ot nspect and 
esteem. Several campaign lives of Mr. Cleveland 
appeared during his three presidential conteaCa.

He kept hU treaty with the Ameri- 
cans till 1777. when the Shawnees. being incited 
by the British, began to diatnrb the frontier ssttle- 

'. One day Cornstalk appeared at Point Pleaa- 

and. summoning the principal settlers, told 
that he could make no secret of the disposi- 
tion of the greater part of his tribe toward them, 
bnt that, although he was opposed to the British, 
be was afraid they would force him "to run with 
the stream." The council then determined to de- 
tain him as a hostage, and while in contlnement 
he and his son were infamously murdered by colo- 
niste in reteliation tor an outrage by Indians.

Ills discoveries are related hj Ijonis 
Pjtancelin in his " Hecherehrs snr les voyages et 
d&ouveries des navignteura \onnKnds en Atrirjue, 
dans le* Indes Uneiitales. et en Ani^rique" (Paris, 
183S), Leon Oiijrin in his "Les navigateun 
Francis" (Paris, 1840). and Anians Aleil* Mon- 
teil ill his -Traill des mat^riaui manuserits dn 
divers genm d'histoire " (3 vola, Paris. 1839). and 
conflrmed by the anonymous publication "Hi- 
moirai pour tervir k I'hiKtoirede Dieppe" (Dieppe. 
1740). and by Francis Parkman in his " Pioneers 
of France in the New World " (Hoalon, 1800). Ac- 
cording to these authorities, in 1488. four years be- 
fore Columbus's voyage. Cousin, being at aea oS 
the African coast, was forced westward by winds 
and current* to witliin sight ot an unknown shore, 
where he presently described the mouth ot a great 
river (probably the Orinooo). On board his ship 
was one Pinion, who, being dismiswd for mutinous 
conduct, went to Spain, became known to Colum- 
bus, and accompanied him in his voyage ot 1492. 
Cousin's discovery is also mentioned in tho " Jour- 
nal da I'Amfrique" (Troyes, ITTO) and in "De- 
scription des cites de !a mer Octane." It is also 
said that a French pilot discovered America. Un- 
fortunately the archives ot the city of Dieppe were 
destroyed during the bombardment of 1004. and 
no information Is now to be obtained there about 
Conain'a vovace to America, a narrative of which 
was undoubtedly deposited in the city archives.

Horatio O. Wright, 
afterward becoming medical director of the de- 
partment of the south. He was brevetted lieuten- 
ant-colonel, and directed the medical equipment 
of the eipedition uninst Port Wagner and Port 
Sumter. Afterward he acted as medical director 
ot the 10th nrmy-corps in Virf^nia with Oen. 
Quincy A. Gillmon. and still later as medical di- 
rector of the department ot Virginia and North 
Carolina. While filling the Ia1(«r position Dr. 
Craven was given full charge of JefFeraon Davis 
during his incarceration as nrisoner of war.

Crittenden was governor of Missouri from Jan- 
uary. 1881, to January, 1885. His two adniinia- 
tralions were fcenerally recognized as beneficial to 
the stale, particularly in his enforcement ot law 
and management ot its finances, as well as in hii 
vigilant care of the schools and other public insti- 
tutions. He is a nephew of Senator John J. Crit- 
tenden, ot Kentucky, and a half-brother ot Qen. 
Eli H. Murray, of the same state. 

CB0KE8, Rlcbard, politician, b. in Black 
Rock. Ireland, 24 Nov.. 1643. His grandfather, 
Maj. Henry Croker, was inspector-general in thia 
llritish army, one ot his uncles was a member of 
parliament, and another was governor ot Ber- 
muda. He accompanied his father to the United 
States when thrre yean of a^, atteniled the publio 
schools lit New Vork. and has since resided in that 
city. Hii father served in Gen. Sickles's brtnde 
dnringr the civil war, and also in the 10th New 
York engineers. The son was elected in 1867 al- 
derman of New York; re-elected in 1869; elected 
coroner in 1872; re-electe.1 in 18T3; s^caln elected 
alderman in 1883. During the same year he waa 
anpoinled Qre commissioner, and in IseO-WI waa 
nty chamberlain. He early attracted the atten- 
tion of John Kelly, was prominent in o|ipoaitiDa 
to the Tweed ring, and rapidly advanced in power 
in the Tammany Ilall orguniutinn, of which he 
has lieen for years the rera^iiieil leader. He waa 
active in the iHilitical campaign of 1897, which 
terminated in tlie election of Itobert A. Van Wyck 
as first mavor of Greater New York. 

CBOHIVELL. Bartlett Jamei. naval officer, 
b. in Nebraska. 28 March. 1841. He wa'« the first 
naval cadet appointed from Nebraska, and grodu- 
aleil as a midshipman in June. 1861. The first 
sea duty of the younj; ofllcer waa wen aboard the 
receiving-shiji " Princeton " at Philailelphia. In 
1862 hn was promoted to acting master, and waa 
attached to the "Unaker Citv. cruising in the 
West Indies and off the blockade. His first ex- 
tensive trip WHS when he was commander, and waa 
assigned to Ihe navigation of Admiral Schiifeidt'i 
flag-ship, the " Ticonderoga," on its trip around 
the globe in ie79-'80 and 1881. In September of 
1S9S he was summoned to Washington as a mem- 
ber of the examining and retiring board ot the 
navy department, a position he held tor two years. 
being pmmotcil to the rant of commodore. 10 
Aug.. 1808. Ho succeeded to the rank ot rear- 
ailiittrol when the naval personnel bill went int« 
force, on 3 March. 1809. Admiral Cromwell is 
commandant of the naval station at Havana. 

CRONIN. David Edward, artis^ b. in Green- 
wich. Washington co.. N. Y„ 12 July. 1880. He 
was educated at the flfashinglon academy, anil 
subsei|iiently stiulicd art in Europe, at Bnisseli.

In 1884, as 
the firm of Davenport & Bridges, tie entered upon 
the business of building railrD«d,can, and for some 
years of looomotivea Aa car-bu'ilden his was not 
only the pioneer firm of the United States, but 
for the twenty-two years during which he carried 
on the business his was the largest car establish- 
ment in the country, having factories at Cam- 
bridgeport, and from 1840-'S0 alio at Piermont 
and Newburg, N. Y. Hia first cars for the Boston 
and Worcester railroad, early in 1B8S, were after the 
pattern of a long omnibus upon four wheels, seat- 
ing 34. to be entered by a central door upon either 
side, and from a step running the length of the 
car. as on a modem open street-car. Within tbe 
fixed seats faced all one way. and were separated 
on either side by a central aisle the length of the 
car. Tbe car was turned about on tum-tjdilea 
at the end of each trip. In the cars built next 
he made the seats with narrow, reversible backs, 
and by next year with broad backa, similar to the 
modem car-seat He thus did away with ths need 
of turning around the car itself. In ISST he built 
the entrance door and platform step* at the ends 
of the car. instead of the side, thus opening a paa- 
■ageway through a train from car to car. In 
lta8-'9 he built (he first 8-wheal car, to seat 00, 
and in 1840 the first 10-whee) car, to carry 70 pas- 
senirers. Thus from year to year he conilaDlly 
added new improvementa, as he had earlier bean 
the first to build a large pleasure-party barge 
■leigh. In 1800 he retired from businea^ having 
constructed over (4.000,000 worth of cars tor over 
fifty different nilroads in this country and Cuba. 
He was an advocate and promoter of many pnblio 
improvements In and about the city of Boaton. 
Among others, the originator of the earlleat plan 
for the Boston Back Bay park, and of the Charles 
river embankment improvement in Cambridge,

ArmstroiiK. who had charge ot the execution, said 
to Davis on the scaffold. " 1 am sonr to be com- 
pelled to perform this painful duly.'' Davis re- 
plied (hat he had no tfplinga against Capt. Arm- 
stmng: he had done his duty and was reailvtodie. 
Capt. Chickasaw then aeked the prisoner if* it were 
not better to save his life by disclosing the name 
ot the offlcer who furnished ths infonnation, and 
intimated that it was not yet too late. Davie an- 
swered with indignation : " Do vou suppose that 1 
woald betnj a fiiend. No, air, 1 would die a 
thousand deaths Brat I will not betray the con- 
fidence ot my informer even to save my own lite."

nila. The vemelsarrivcdatlhesouthchannettrad- 
ing into Manila bay at ll.BO F.ii.of DO April. The 
Spaniards might have expected a hostile fleet, in 
such a case, to lie to in the open until daylight be- 
fore attempting lo enter an unknown harbor sup- 
posed to be well protected by torpedoes and mines 
in addition to the forts.

The actioD 
bad been so flerce and the expenditure of ammu- 
nition eo rapid that the commodore began to fear 
for the supply ; accordingly, at 7,SH i. a. he 
ceased Bring, after passing the Spanish fleet tor the 
fifth time, and withdrew nut ot range to take ac- 
count ot his ammunition. He satrsfled himself 
that the supply waa ample, gave his men their 
breakfast, and r«turned to the attack at 11. IS 
A, H. ; by this time almost the entire squadron ot 
the enemy was in flames. The engagement con- 
tinued until 13.80 r. n.. when his orders to " Cap- 
ture vessels or destroy " were literally fulfilled, for 
ot the Spanish veseels the " Reina Cristtna," "Caa- 
tilla," and " Don Antonio do Ulloa " were sunk, the 
" Don Juan de Austria,'^ " Itla de Cuba," " Isia da 
LuKon," ■■Qeneral Leio." ■■Marques del Duero," 
" El Correo,"" Veloaco." and " IsIa de Mindanao" 
were burned, and the -Rapido" and ■'Hercules," 
as well as several small launches, were captured.

During this period of inaction 
the insurgents resumed the boalilities which had 
bean suspended by the uncomplet«d truce of De- 
oember, 1S9T. They inTest^d the city on the 
north and east, but Dewey and Merritt constrained 
them from attacking iL On 81 July the Spaniards 
in force sttsokcd the American lines that had been 
catabiished at Manila, but were repulsed with a 
heavy Iocs, the AmericMis losing only 9 killed and 
47 wounded.

Otis (who had suc- 
ceeded to tha command after Uerritt had been 
called to FsriBtoadvisa the peace oom mission are), 
and calling upon the Filipinoa not to desist in tlieir 
struEgle tor liberty. In January President Uc- 
KinlevappointedacommiBaion of Ave, consisting at 
Admiral DeweT.Oan. Otis, President Scharman, of 
Cornell. Col. Charles Danbr, sometime minister to 
China.and Prof. Dean C. Worcester, of the Univer- 
sity of Michigan, tor the purpose of examining the 
situation in the Philippines, and reporting to him 
and advising him on each new step in colonial de- 
velopment. Un i and S Feb. hostilities broke out 
between tha insurgents and Americana ; from then 
on they continued even into the rainy season. 
Uewey supported the land forces with the navy in 
every case possible. His time now was also occu- 
pied bj his duties on the Philippine oonimission, 
the civil members of which amveil at MauLia on 
4 March. On 1 April the commission issued a 
procUmation assuring the Filipinos of the perfect 
good faith of the Americans and their sincere de- 
sire to give them prosperity and happiness, well- 
being and good government; that a conflict against 
the Americana must in the end prove hopeless ; and 
putting forth plainly and in detail the Intentions 
of the Americans with reference to the govemment 
and control of tha islands. On 33 May theoom- 
mission submitted tu)»acecommissioneraai>point- 
ed by the Filipinos a draft of the proposed form 
of government ; this included a governor-general 
and a c^inet to be appointed by the president, 
and Ltter an advisory cuinicil to lie elected by the 
Filipinos. Dewey's work on the commission was 
now at an and. He had asked lo be relieved, 
ttear-Admiral John C. Watson had been assigned 
to succeed him in command of the Asiatic station, 
and accordingly on 90 May he left Manila on board 
his flag-ship " Olyinpia." bound tor New York by 
way of Hong-Kong, the Indian ocean, the Suei 
canal, and the Mediterranean sea. Ills progress

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vided a most remarkable spectacle, the equal of 
which has perhaps never been witnessed in this 
country.

The son waa educated 
In the diatrict achoola, and eutered a mercantile 
iifo at sixteen yean ot ati:e. He cniesed the plains 
to Sacramento, Cai. in IHSS and IBM, engaged in 
Indian warfare, and in 18SS settled in buainesa in 
Unionvillr, Iowa. lie served through the ciTil 
war, becoroiDg In IMS lieulenant-cdonel of the 
Mth lowacaTalry, was severely wounded at Mark's 
Hills, and in lt)03 waa brevetted brigadier-general 
ot volaoteerr. He re-entered mercantile lite at the 
end ot the war, and waa admitted to the bar in 
lt5M, bat subaequently engaged in railroad-build- 
ing. In 1881 he became a founder ot Drake uni- 
TersitT, contributing the principal amount. 

DlTCLEBC, JeaB-BapUat«(dew-clareX French 
naval olDcer, b. in Britanny in 1662 ; d. in Kio Ja- 
neiro, Bmil, 18 March, 1711. He early followed 
the lea. becoming a buccaneer in Toitngu, made 
sncceasful raids against the Dutch. English, and 
Spanish poMeniona, and in 1702 entered the royal 
navy as post-captain. In ITOB he formed a com- 
pany (or oroaniiing an expedition to sack Rio Ja- 
neiro and Bahia. Sailing (rom Brest with six 
ships, carrying 1,300 marines, he sighted Rio Ja- 
neiro on 6 Aug- and the council of war opposing 
an immediate attack he landed at Tojuca. a tew 
miles from the city, on 17 Aug., with 900 marines. 
Duclerc was purposely misled oy two negroes who 
offered themaelrea tor guidca. and waa attacked at 
Novo Engenho doa Pulres da Coinpanhia by an 
overwhelming force and totally routed. He torti- 
fled himself one hill commanding Kio Janeiro, and 
on 18 Sept. was attacked by the governor. Francisco 
de Castro Mnraes. whom he defeated. Duclerc en- 
tered the city in pursuit, but waaassaited by the in- 
habitants, while the Portuguese army prevemted 
his exiL With the greater part of his forces he 
took retuge in the cusCom-honie. while Charles 
d'Ysambert (j. v,), with s (ew others, fortifled them- 
selves In the city-hall. Unable to obtain food. Du- 
clerc agreed toacapitulation providing that he and 
hia men should be aent back to Franoe, but the 
fleet, unaware of the Portuguese success, having 
meanwhile maile an altAck on the city, tjastro da 
Morass declared the capitulation violated, sent the 
aoldien to prison, while Duclera and hia officers 
werv kept in close confinement in their house. 
Duclera was murdered, according to some authon. 
by order ot the city authorities, while otheta pre- 
tand that he waa kilted in aa attempt to escape.

He was pastor of the catlie<lral under Bishop Ho- 
gan of Kansas City from 188T to IHOa, and was 
appointed Ticar-general of the diocese in 1803, 
1893. and 1894. and from 1B94 to 180.'^ he was ad- 
ministrator of the diocese. He was appointed co- 
adjutor bishop of Kansas City, and was conse- 
crated under the title of bishop of Pinara, with 
the right of succession, in June, 1690. 

tlLOKIEUK, AlphonSQB Joseph, R-C. bishop. 
b. at Dottignies, Belgium. 1 Feb., 1844. lie re- 
ceived his education at the College of C^jurtrai, 
and pursued his theological sludie!< at the Ameri- 
can college of Louvain, with the intention of join- 
ing the American missions. He was ordained a 
priest at Mectilin by Cardinal Kterckx in August, 
1S67, and before the end of that year was in Ore- 
gon laboring in the mission.

eOBlN. John P«ter Shlndel, soldier, b. Id 
Sunburj, Pa., 2S Jan., 1Kt7. He attended the 
public schools, and then became a printer's ap- 
prentice. Me went to Philadelphia, where he 
taught and studied law, being admitted to the bar 
in 1859. At the outbreak of the war he was 
elected Ist lieutenant of 11th Pennsylvania infan- 
try, and upon the reorganiialion of the regiment 
as the 47th Pennsylvania infantry was commis- 
lioned captain. S Sept., 1801. For bravery at Sa- 
bine CroBsroada and Pleasant Hill in the Ked 
river campaign he was promoted major, and later 
lieutenant-col one I and colonel. He was brevetteil 
brigadier-general of volunteera in March. 1895, 
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8th regiment of the Pennsylvania National 
guard, and in 1885 was rronioied to brigaclicr* 
general, commanding the M brigade. In 1t<07 ha 
was elected commander-in-chief of the Oratid 
army of the republic. At the outbreak of war with 
Spain he was appointed brigadier-jfeneral of volun- 
teers, resigning m February, 1S09. He was elected 
to the stale senate in 1884, re-elected and served 
oontinuously until 1899 1 elected president of the 
senate in 1891; re-elected in 1^, also elected 
lieutenant-governor of Pennsylvania in 1B98. 

UOKABA, Fraoelwo Lopei de (go-mah'-rah), 
Spanish historian, b, in Seville, or, according h) 
some authorities, in Gomera, ('anarr islands, in 
ISIO; d. in Seville in ISeO or 1576. His parents 
had destined him for a military career, but he 
took holy orders, and was employed tor several 
years as professor of rhetoric at Alcala. Desiring 
to actjuire a personal knowledge of the New 
World, he went to Mexico about 1540. and re- 
mained there tour years, part of the time as sec^ 
retary of Heman Cortes.

But d'Ave- 
zac and other specinlists have determined that he 
found land in Brazil. January. 1504. and harbored 
his vessel in the Kio San Francisco do Sul under 
26° 10' south latitude. He embarked again for 
France about 1 Jan., IGOG, and when on his way 
was forced by a temi>est lo put into a port of Ire- 
land for repairs. He was again on his course — 
in view of Che coasts of Normandy near the islands 
of Jemiy and Guertisev. T May. 1905— when a ca- 
ta«T«phe befell him. ^ward Dlunt.ot Plymouth. 
reinforced by another vessel from Brittany, at- 
tacked him. He defended himself, but the profits 
«f the voyage were lost Thirty-one of his men 



died from fever, or at the hands of the piratea. 
Ilia daughter was espoused in IGSl to Essomerio, 
a native ot the land he had visited, and who took 
his name.

Mo., 1 Feb., 1886. He was a grandnephew ot Dr. 
William Ooodell («. r.). Hs was graduated at 
the University of Vermont in 1BG9, and at An- 
dover theological seminary in ISfiS, was ordained 
to the ministry of the Congregational church, and 
installed pastor of the South church at New Brit- 
ain. Conn., in IBSS, In 18T2 he was called to 
Pilgrim church, St. Louis, where he remained till 
his death. He was one of the founders and a 
trustee ot Drury college. Springfield, Mo., in 18T3, 
the only Congregational institution then In the 
southwest, to which he contributed Bnancially, 
and gave 200 valuable books to begin a library. 
Through the work of church eitension that he 
organized the churches of his communion in- 
erenacJ from tour to twelve in St- Louis. The Uni- 
versity of Vermont gave him the degree ot P. D. 
Among addresses deliveral by Dr. Goodell, the one 
Iwfore the American home missionary society, in 
May. 1881. calling for " a million dollars ayear lor 
home miwions." obtained wide celebrity. He pul>- 
lished •■ How to Build a Church " (St. Louis. 1883), 
from a series of articles in the " Advanee."

188a He still fills the offices of abbot of the 
abbey and vicar apostolic of North Carolina.

N. Y., 38 Aug.. leei, and was graduated at the 
U. S. military academy, at the head of his class.

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of it with such an opinion. His commanding 
abilities as a lawyer stood him in good stead in 
his iwlitical career, which began with the orgaoi- 
zaliiiu ot the Itepublican jiarty. He become con- 
spicuous in Indiana politics in I860, when, as a 
cnndidole tor the ofBce of reporter ot the Supreme 
Court, lie maile a thorough canvass of the state. 
His nrst debate with Oov. Hendricks was in that 
year. By some mistake of the campaign commit- 
tees he and Hendricks were announcM to speak 
the same day in Rocktille. Hendricks was then 
tbe Democratic oatulidate for governor, and was 
in the Mnith ot his fame as a stump speaker. He 
courteously invited Harrison to divide time with 
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him and made the opening speech. The looal Ba- 
publioan managers were amaied at the temerity 
ot a stripling who dared to measure strength with 
the Goliath ot the Indiana Democracy, and showed 
their distrust of his ability by leaving the court' 
houae. Harrison, who had been seasoned and 
warmed for the work by speaking every day tot 
weeks, araumed the aggressive, and as his few po- 
litical friends t>cgan to show their appreciation by 
applause, the audience increased until the court- 
room was packed with enthusiastic Republicans, 
who crowdi^ about the speaker when he closed 
and showered their congralulationa upon him. 
Mr. Vuorhees was present, and, feeling the force 
ot the impression made by Harrison, arose when 
the speech was flnislicd and said he would answer 
the speech Chat night in the same place. 

Since 1860 he has taken an active part In every 
political canvass in Indiana. In that year he wa« 
elected reporter of tlie Supreme Court, and his of- 
Hcial work may be found in ten volumes of the In- 
diana reports. His otilcial and professional labon 
were onerous, but the tasks were lightened by the 
thought that he was paying for the modwt cottage

All these campaign speeches, with a description 
ot the circumstances ot their deli verv, are collected 
in a volume published by I*vell i (Jo., of New 
York. But more remarkable than these are tba 
one hundred and forty addresses delivered during 
hia triptothoPaciflc coast and back — a journey i3 
10,000 miles, which was accomplished in thirty-one 
days, from 15 April to 15 May, 1800, without the 
variation of one minute from the prearranged 
schedule fnr arriving and depariing from the hun- 
dreds of stations on the way. These addresses were 
non-political, and breathe throughout a spirit ot 
high patriotism and a call to the high rcsponslbili-

rable. In the Chile affair, in which that goTem- 
ment denied its responsibility tor the assaults upon 
our sailors at Santiago and refused sate conduct to 
some of the members of the Balmacedaadmiuistra- 
tion who hail taken refuge at the United States le- 
gation, President Harrison was earnest and persist- 
ent in his demands, and, as the correspondence

In poli- 
tics he was a Federalist, and the friend of Wash- 
ington, whose two administrations he warmly 
supported. In 1T89 he was commissioned U, S.

under the constitution to hold this office, which 
he resigned to accept the judgeship of the U. S. 
district court tor Pennsylvania. Upon law ques- 
tions ot difflcolty that arose in the executive de- 
partment he was consulted by Alexander Hamil- 
ton, the secretary of the treasury. The memorable 
argument ot Hamilton, in 1791, upon the consti- 
tutionality of the bill to incorporate the subscrip- 
tion of the U. S. bank was read to Mr. Uwis be- 
fore it was sent to the president. In 1794 be was 
counsel tor the petitioners against the election of 
Albert Qallatin to the L'.

MeKENNA, Joarpb. JuHst. b. in Philadelphia, 
10 Aug., 1843. When he was twelve vears old his 
parents moved to {'alifomia, and so he is known 
entirely as a representative ot (liat slate. The 
family settled in Benieia. and the son attended a 
collegiate institute at Detiicia, studying law under 
Prof, Abbot, lie was graduated from the in- 
stitute in 1869, and admitted to practice. In the 
same vear he was elected districl-atlomej of So- 
lano county, and was re.elected in 1867. At Uie 
eipiratioii ot his second term as district-attorney 
he mnieil to Suisnn. a tew miles from Fairfleld, 
and resumed the practice ot law. In 187S Mr. 
McKenna was elected to the legislature, and he 
serveil in that bndf during the »>ssion ot 1876-'6. 
In 1876 the Hepuhlicansof the 3d congressional dis- 
trict nominated him for congress, but he was de- 
feated. Again, in 1878. he was a candidate, and 
was again detealed. In 1884 he was siiccesstul, 
and represented the 2d California district in tlie 
4Dth. 6uth, and Slst congresses. He served on the 
committee on ways and means, where he came In 
contact with Major McKinley. and was the oidy 
member of the committee from a stale west ot the 
Hocky mountains. In February, 1803, President 
Harrison appointed McKenna a tj. S. circuit judge 
for the »th or Pacific slope circuit, to succeed l^i- 
renio Sawyer. Judge NcKenna's selection tor a 
place in the cabinet was announced by JlcKinley 
in February, 1807. His best-known work as at- 
tonicy-general was the opinion on section 22 ot 
tlie Dingley law and the settlement of the Union 
Pacific debt. In Dccenilier. 1807, he wasappointed 
to fill themcancy causeil bv Justice FietiTs retire- 
ment, and took his seat in January, 1808. 

MACKENZIE, John Noland. physician, b. in 
Baltimore, 20 Oil..

MoKINLET, William, tTsnty- fourth pneldflDt 
of the United States, b, in Niles, Trumbull ca, 
Ohio, 39 Jan., 184a On his father's side his an- 
oeatry ii Scotch- 1 rish ; his forefathers came to 
America one hundred and flfCy years ago. Au- 
thentic records trace the MoKinlays in Scotland 
back to 1547, and it is olaimed by students that 
James HcKinlay. " the trooper," was one of Will- 
iam's ancestors. About 1T4S one at the Soatch- 
IHsh MoKinleys settled in Chanceford tt>irmshlp, 
York CO., Pa., where his son David, great-grand- 
father of the presiilent, was born in May, ITM. 
After serving in the revolution David resided in 
Ponnaylsania until 1814. when he went to Ohio, 
where he died in 1840. at the age of eigh^-Qve. 
James McKinley. son of David, moved to Colum- 
biana countT. Ohio, in 1809. when William, father 
of the president, was not yet two years old. The 
grandmother of the president, Mary Rose, came 
from a Purilui family that fled from England to 
Holland and emigrated to Pennsylvania with 
William Penn. William McKinlev, Sr.. father of 
the president, born in Pine townsFiip. Mercer oo.. 
Pa., in J80r. married in 1839 Nancy Campbell 
Allison, of Columbiana county. Ohio, whoee father, 
Abner Allison, was of English eitraotion. and her 
mother. Ann Campbell, of Scotch-Qerman. Four 
of their nine children are now living, William 
being the seventh. Both the grandfather and the 
father of the president were iron- manufacturers, 
or furnace-men. His father was a devout Meth- 
odist, a stanch whig and republican, and an ardent 
advocate of a protective tariff. He died during 
William's first term as piiemor of Ohio, in Novem- 
ber, 1892, and the mother of the president paewd 
amiT in December, 1 897, at the age of eighty-nine. 

Witliam received his first education in the pub-

Young McKinley volunteered, and, going with the 
recruits to Columbus, was there enlisted as a pri- 
vate in Company B. of the 23d Ohio volunteer in- 
fantry, 11 Jane, 1861. This regiment is one of 
the most famous of Ohio organ ications. including 
an unusually large number of noted men. among 
them Oen. W. S. Rosecrans and President Hayes.

Un IT Dec, 1888, he iotroduced the Bnt Impor- 
tant tariff measure of the session — a bill " to sim- 
plify the laws in relation to the collection ot the 
revenue." The bill passed the house, B lAaroh, and 
the senate, as amended, 30 March, went to a cod- 
ferenoe committee, who agreed upon ■ report that 
was conourred in, and was apprared 10 June, 1890, 
It is knowD as the " customs administration bill," 
is limilar in its provisions to a bill introduced in 
the OUth cangresB, as the outgrowth of a careful, 
non-partisan In vesligatioD by the senate committee 
on flnanoe, and haAproTBd a wiseandsalutary law. 
HesDwhile (16 Apnl, ISM) he Introduced the gen- 
eral tariff measure that has since borne his name, 
and that for tour months had been under constant 
oon^ideratiotv by the wars and means committee. 
His speech in support of the measure, T May, fully 
sustained his high reputation w an oraUir. Seldom, 
if ever, in the annali ot oongtws, has such hearty 
applause been given U> any leader as that which 
sreeted him at the oondusloo of this address. 
The bill was paased bj the house on 21 May, but 
was debated tor months in the eeuate, that body 
floaUy passing it on 11 Sept., with some changes, 
notably the reciprocity amondment, which Mc- 
Kinley had unavailiuelv supported before the 
bouse com mittee. The Bill, having iBoeiviwl the ap- 
ptuval of the president, became a Isw 6 Oct., IStW. 

The passage of the bill was hardly effected be- 
fore the general eleetion occurred, and in this the 
republicans were, as anticipated, badly defeated. 
Hm own district had been gerrymandered again,

This position of the three pow- i 
ers, coupled with the continuous fighting among l 
the natives, seemed lo promise a serious problem ) 
tor the president, but by perfect coolness and uni- i 
form good judgment he bronght the mailer to a 
satisfactory issue. On the proposal of Germany, 
each of the three powers appointed one member 
ofa commlssinii lo visit tiie islands and lo inves- 
tigate the entire question, beginning with the re- 
turn of Mataafa and the election of 1HS& Bart- 
lett Tnjip was appointed by the United Stales. 
Baron S|>eck von Sternberg by Germany, and C. 
V. R Kliot by Great Britain. The commission 
unanimously recommended the abolition of Ihs 
kingship anil radical changes in the administration 
of Samoa. The three powers, however, recognis- 
ing the ineipetliency of conlinning any tripsrtite 
government of the islands, agreed ufmn an ar- 
mngement by which England retired from Samoa 
in view of compensation made by Oemiany in 
other quarters, and both powers renonnced in 
favor of the United Slatn nil their rights and 
claims to the islands east of 171% including Tu- 
tuila, with the fine harbor of Pago-Pago.

In IS81 lie 
eihlbitnl at Paris the flrst electric current regula- 
tor ever made for electric lamps. For this inven- 
tion he WHS made chevalier of the I^cglon of honor 
b^ President Or«vj. In 1868 he took up tlieques- 
tion of automatic guns. Ho Itelleved that the 
recoil energy of the gun, which was only a disturb- 
Ilia element In firing, could be turnwl to useful 
effoct In performing the necessary functions of 
loading and firing. The flr^t automatic gun was 
ma.)e in llattou Oanlen.

This was followed 
by a model of the flist cylinder printing-machine 
that was ever made, from which iiaa grown the 
present Industrr of wall-paper printing, and cmlico 

Srinting. which previous to that iuventlon wai 
one on blocks. The machine made 1,000 ralla ol 
paper a dav. printed in two colors. His other in- 
ventions include a method of producing Mtin-faced 
paper, a method of viilcanliing rubber (1841). an 
automatio battery, a revolving cannon, bomb-shells 
with sharpened edges to bore through the armor of 
ships, a coffee-hulling machine, which he Intro- 
duced into Itraiil, and self-acting drawbridges for 
railroads. At the lime of his death he was u work 
on an etectrio elevated railroad, an electric-cable 
railroad, and a pneumatic elevated railroad. His 
revolving cannon was intmduood in several ooiTn- 
trles of Europe. By means of machinery oper- 
ated by steam, this gun Is kiaded and flred forty 
times a minute, with only one man in attendance, 
the loading, firing, and swabbing going on at the 
same time.

ery of a neat number of large northern glaL'icrs; 
and the nrtt accurate ethaoTogic&I record of the 
isolated and peculiarly interesting tribo of Whnle 
Sound FiSkimoa, usually known as the "Arctio 
Highlanders." In July, 1898. Peary set out in tlia 
" Falcon " on a third eipedition. aooompanled by 
his wife, who was also with him during his Mcond 
journey. He and his companions returned In a 
relief eipedition in September, 1B90. His eipedi- 
tion, apart from Its general scientiflo import as to 
geography and geolagv. aathenticall; eatabliihed 
the northern limits of Greenland, discovered eleven 
hitherto unknown islands, and reeulted in an accu- 
rate chart ot 1,000 miles of the weM coast. Lient. 
Peary made still another expedition in 1898, for 
the purpose of bringing home a 40-ton meteorite 
discovered b^ him at Cape York. Few geograph- 
ical diMioTenes resulted from this expedition, lie 
published "Northward" (New York, 1886), iu 
which he tells the story ot his entire arctic worii. 
For hie flfib expedition ot 1698 tbe polar steamer 
"Windward" was placed at Pearvs dispoeal by 
Alfred Uarmsworth, at London. Favorable news 
was heard from the explorer in September, 1689, 
and he is hopeful of reaching tbe north pole in 
1900. Lieut. Peary has the medals of tbe Koyal 
ger^raphical society of London, the Scottish geo- 
graphical society, and the American geographical 
society. He is the only American who has received 
all these very highly valued medala

PERKINS, eeorge Lnthrop, centenarian, b. in 
Norwich, Conn., « Aug., 178S; d. there, S Sept., 
1888. He waa an invalid in his youtb, but gaineil 
health by becoming a pedestrian, taking long jour- 
neys on foot. He was paymaster ot the Sd dis- 
trict during the second war with Great Britain, 
and was present at the bombardment ot Stoning- 
lon. He was an original incorporator ot the Nor- 
wich and Worcester railroad, and its treasurer for 
fifty years. For seventy-six years he did not fail 
to vote at a prciudeiitial, town, or municipal elec- 
tion, and he was the oldrat active volanteer fire- 
man iu the world, the oldest book-keeper, and the 
oldest clubman. lie retained his menial faculties 
until his death, and was in a fair state ot phyiicai 
health until just before that time.

Among them were the earlier accounts of 
ttsdinon. which collectors, happily, saved from 
utter destruction. The mannscripU of his four 
TOyages, inclusive ot two journeys to the west, are 
Id the Bodleian lil>rBrv, and his English accounts 
of subsf'ouent experiences at Hudson bay for 1083 
and 1088, and in French for 10S4. are in the Brit- 
ish museum. Their first publication was in 1S85, 
by the Prince society, as "Vovagesot Peter Esprit 
Eladiasan. from 1S5S-16B1," edited by Qideon D. 
Scull. Apart from the suspicions cast about the 
first voyajce, Radisson and Groseiliiera are credited 
with being the first Europeans to reach Lake Su- 
perior; of having been the first eiplorers of north- 
era Wisconsin andof northeastern Minnesota; and 
pertiapa the pioneer explorers of Hudson bay by 
an Inland route. Radisson was a captive among 
th« Mohawks in 1692. He maite his second voyage 
M a member of a French colony among the Onon- 
dagaa. His third vojage, he says, was made with 
Oroaeilllers in the west and far down the Missis- 
sippi river; and his fourth voyage, also with his 
companion, was the one In which they discovered 
Lake Superior and claimed to have reached St. 
James bay overlnnd. For more than two centu- 
ries the names of the two Frenchmen, mentioned 
in the Jesuit "Relations" as the discoverers ot 
Lake Superior, remained unknown.

In his next re- 
searches he covered the territory which Humboldt 
had traversed, and navigated the Peruvian tribu- 



taries of Che Amazon. He waa in the wild forests 

of Caravaya. and discovered the true sources ot the 
rivers Ayapata and San tiaran. He spent many 
years in studying the geology and natural tiistorv 
of the republic In June, 1873, by a decree, the 
nation undertook the expense at publishing the 
results ol his untiring labor. The first >i ' 



iii.. a review of his previous work, in 1880; and 
the whole edition of vol. iv. was destroyed by the 
Chilian invaders, who ruined the national library. 
His extensive plan contemplated other volumes on 
the various branches ot natural history ; and, aft^r 
the evacuation at Lima in 188(1, he resumed hU 
labors, but made little prognss before his death. 

BAINES, John, lawyer, b. in Canandaigua,

He made the 
acQuamtanee of Prince Napoleon, afterward Na- 
pofcon HI..and the latter suggest etl to him the idea 
of retrieving his lost fortune in America, promising 
him support and naming Sonora as convenient 
Tor adventnreti. RaousK't heani at first reluc- 
tantly of the scheme, but Prince Na|>oleon renewed 
his ailvice. going so tar as giving him written as- 
surances of support. Kaousset left Paris, and, 
engaging his passage on an Knglish packet, landed 
in Man Francisco, 32 Aug., INTiO. He resolved to 
follow at first a rough life in order to occui 
himself to the future nard ships he expected U 
dure tor furiheriug his secret wheine. and was ouu- 
eessively hunter, fisher, loiiphoreman, and cattle- 
dealer. He made, in the latter capacity, several 
voyages through Sonora for the ostensible purpose 
of selling his cattle but in reality to open intelli- 
gence in the country, and when he thought he sew 
the onporlunily he founded in Mexico, with the 
aid of French bankers the "CompaHia Restaura- 
dor«." that obtained. 7 Feb.. 1SS3. the grant ot gold 
mines which had been aliaiidoned on account of 
their proximity to the territory occupied by the 
bellicose Ajiaches, Kaousset tekmg the contract to 
equip a disciplined company, ami to hold the coun- 
try for the Mexican government, which promised 
its support. The citizens of Sonoia were at first 
greatly pleased with the arrangement, which was 
intended as a cheek to Imlian raids. In June. 1893, 
llsousset landed at (iuayinas with a party ot 370

In 1665 Ihe firm, now changed 
to William Kockefeller & Co., built the Standard 
oil-works in Cleveland, and in 1867 the several 
firms with which he and his brother William 
were connected consolidated their interests and 
became a single corporation. By 1870 the Stand- 
ard oil company was incorporated, with John D. 
as president and William as vice-president. The 
increased volume of business led to the formation 
of the SUtidaM oil trust in 1881. but this was 
dissolved in 1BB2. and since then the Rockefellers 
have continued the control ot the various separate 
companies in which thev are large stockholders. 
John U. Rockefeller, although greatly occupied 
with his various directorateu and the supervision 
ot his large monetary interests, has found time to 
devote himself to (he cause ot religion and philan- 
thropy. Ilis gifts to Chicago university, conditional 
and unconditional, aggregate about $6,425,000.

When he was seventeen rears of 
age he wu appointed to the naval academj on 
recoininendation of Coiigressnian E. D. Morgan, ot 
Aurora. Ue entered the academy, 24 Sep!., I85T, 
and was graduated in 1861 at the head of his 
class. In his last year he received the honor ot the 
appointment ot adjutant of the class, an appoiut- 
ment bestowed not so much on account ot scholar- 
ship alone as on account of the general qualities 
that BO to make np a good seaman and officer. 
After leavinK the academy he was assigned u mid- 
shipman to the n. S. trigiite " Potomac," and here 
he proved so efficient that he procured hia promo- 
tion to master before the close of the veur. In 
July, ISaa, he was made lieuleiiniit, and in that 
year and the next served on the prac lice-sloop 
"John Adams." lie was assigned to duty as in- 
structor at the naval academy during 1804. In 
1804 and 186!! he saw service on the ironcUd 
"l>atapsao," with the blockading squadron before 
Ciiarleston, South Carolina. He was on that ves- 
sel when shs was blown up by a torpedo in 
Charleston harbor, IS Jan., 186S. 

After the war he was assigned to the flag-sliip 
"Colorado" on the Guropean station, on whicli 
vessel he remained from 1800 until 1807. He was 
promoted lieu tenant-coin niandcr in July. 1860, 
After his service on the European station lie was 
assigned again to duty at tho naval academy as 
instructor from 180S to I8T1. During 18T2 he was 
ou the "Congress "on special duly, anil in 18T3 
he was with the same vessel on the Rurojiean 
station. In August, 1874, he was uroiuoted com- 
mander, and as auah commanded Ihc "Alert." 
From 1870 to 1878 he served a third time as in- 
structor at Annapolis. Aa inatmctor his work was 
chiefly id physics, chemistry, metallurgy, and 
■stronomy. He was sent to Separation, Wyo., 
with I'rof, Simon Newcomb, in 1876, to observe 
the totAl eclipse ot the sun ut SO July. From 1879 
to 1883 he was in command of the " Swatara " on 
the Asiatic station, and in 1882 was ■saigiied to 
the U. S. naval observatory as assistant anperin- 
teadent.

ping coal concern in the world. He had interests 
in seventy thousand acres of coal land, and his 
emjiloyees numlwred nearly twelve thousand. 
Quite early in life he engaged in the building ot 
railromls, with which he was afBliateil till his 
death, and their development was due largely t« 
his enterprise. He bad also large interests in the 
inaiiatacliirc of iron and in mining, and owned a 
farm from which eighty thousand barrels of vcp-- 
lahles were shipped in a single year. Besides his 
niining. a^irultuial, and otiier iiileresls, he hail a 
prominent connection with banks, lie was elected 
mayor of Erie in 1866 and 16TI. He was nomi- 
nated by the Itemocratx for congress in I86G and 
18TS. and in 1884 was elected. lie was re-eli-cled 
in 1886, and dectine<l renominations in 1H8B and 
1800 because of failing health. He was on coii-

feeling ot the whites. Ills place ot burial is 
mark^ by a handsome stone monument, placed 
there by his white friends of the city which de- 
rived its name from him. the stone t>earing lliii 
inecriptioii : " Seattle, Chief ut the Sqiiampsh and 
Allied Tribes, died June 7, 1868. The Arm friend 
of the whiles, and tor bim the city of Seattle was 
named by its toundets." His name sounded like 
Sealth. but it was Americanized into Seattle. 
The old chief pleaded that the city might not be 
named atler him. in accordance with the custom 
ot liis people that the name ot the dead must 
never be spoken, but his consent was Anally ob- 
tained. The chief never learned the art of writ- 
ing.— His daughter. Ang«IIn«, d. in Seattle, 81 
Har, ISM. She was one ot the celebrities of the 
North Pacifle coast tor many vears. Ot her early 
life nothing is known. At t^e time ot her death 
she was neariy blind and was popularly believed 
to be nsariy a hundred years old. She was held 
in high esteem by llie pioneers of the city and 
their descendants, because in the early fltties she 
had given timely waminp ot au intended Indian 
massacre, and so had probably saved several hun- 
dred lives. Her tew and simple wants thereafter 
were amply supplied by the citizens of Seattle.

press in 1053. and in 16S6 aided Abraham I'ierson

He then followed the vocation of teacher, and 
was principal from 184T-'8of the faigh-schoul at 
liarre.

By his own endeavor he was 
educated at the Maine Wesleyan seminary and 
llie Waterville liberal institute, studied theology. 
and was ordained to the L'niveraalist ministry in 
1844. He was in the ministry tor ten years, being 
comiielled to abandon it because of tailing health. 
In I85S ho became associated with James c:. BInine 
in liio edilorship of the " Kennebec Jonmat," and 
three years laler succeeded Mr. Blaine as edil«r- 
iii-cliief. which position he QUed until 18T0. lu 
tliat year he accepted the apiiointincnt ot U. S. 
minialer to Uruguay and Pao^iay under Ptiesi- 
dent Uraut while these countries were passing 
thmiigh a condition ot disturliance, and in his 
olTlcial capacity protected American interests, and 
aideil in tlie re'-establishment of jwaco between the 
two former countries. Ho resigned his post in 
I8T3. look on active part in the presidential cam- 
paign ot I8T6, and from I8TT-'83 was minister lo 
Sweden and Norway. During his rcjiileiice in 
Stockholm he wroto a life ot (iustavus Adolphua 
and a treatise on the Thirty years' war. In June, 
lt<89. he was appointeil minister to the Hawaiian 
islands. On SO Jan.. I8IK). a revolution broke out 
in Honolulu, by which Queen Litiuokolani and 
her government were overthrown. Mr. Stevens 
recognized the provisional government which was 
organized, and, while cnnimissinners from the 
islands were sent to the United States to request 
annexation, he established a protectorate iiending 
the negotiations. On IS Feb. President Ilarrisou 
sent to the V. S. senate a message In which he 
urged annexation, but tlie inauguration ot Presi- 
dent (^ii'tclHiid a tew days later resulted in the 
withdrawal ot the treaty', and James H. BlouDl 
was sent lo Hawaii as a special commissioner to 
ascertain the tacts in the case. Mr. Blount or- 
dered the protectorate withdrawn, and succeeded 
Mr. Stevens as minister in Mav.

1861, and was 
Bppointedlieuti'nant-culonelof the corps of infantry 
in the Confe:loral« army, and was assistant adju- 
tant-genoral to Brig.-Gen. Long in 1861, was after- 
ward colonel of the 53d regiment of Virginia in- 
fantry, and was appointed brigadier-general of the 
Confederatestatesarmy, February.

His father 
was a civil engineer, and on his mother's side he 
was descended from James Balfour (170S-'B5). 
He was an only child, and his health wan poor 
from boyhood. He was educated privately, and 
in 1867 he entered ?Jdinburgli university, where he 
spent several winters. In 1680 he married Mrs. 
Usbourne. an American lady whom he had met in 
Prance. In June, 1879, he had followed her to 
America, where he remained eight months, partly 
in Monterey and partly in San Francisco. His 
voyage to the United States is described in " An 
Amatenr Emigrant" (1895), published posthu- 
mously- While in America he was at death s door, 
and Mrs. Osboume nursed him throuirh his worst 
illness. From I880->7 he lived the Tife of an in- 
valid, but all the white writing Imoks, undaunted 
by his physical feebleness. His father d^ing in 
1B97. he again came to America, bringing his 
family with him. He had thought of fiving in 
<!olonvio, but when he reached Newport, R. I., 
was induced by his friends to try the Adirondack 
mountains for a winter. At Saranac lake he did 
some of his best work in the mixed vein of auto- 
biography and criticism, surprising the natives by 
his skill in skating. In June. 1B86, he left San 
Francisco for a long tour of the tjoulh seas, and 
an American publisher offered him ten thousand 
dollars for letters detailing his adventures in 
this course. His literary industry henceforth was 
greater than ever, and he produced many books, 
several of which were either first publi^rf in the 
United States or relate to Ameiicaii topics. 



STEWABT. Edwin, naval olSoer. b. in New 
York city, S May, 1837, and was graduated at 
WiUlams colleEe.

In IWS he went to Kaleigh as 
an agent or the American Baptist home mmion- 
arj societf. Through his efforts Shaw uniteraity 
for colored youth was chaHered in 1866, the stu- 
dents constructing the buildings under Dr. Tap- 
per's direction. Uis administration as president 
was most successful, and at the time of his death 
it was the larf^est college ol its character in the 
country, having graduated five thousand students 
ot both sexes as clergymen, phjaiciana, and teach- 
ers, and possessing buildings and grounds valued 
at about two hundred thousand dollars. 

TURELL. Cliirles. editor, b. in Salem. Mass.. 
7 Aug.. IT86j d. in Red Bank. N. J., 26 May. 1863. 
At ttie age of thirteen he entered the offlce of 
Thomas C. Cushin^'s "Salem Qaielte " as an ap- 

G entice, and continued there until 1813. In Oc- 
lier of that year he purchased from William 
Treadwell the - Portsmouth Oracle," a Federal- 
Bepublican newspaper. He edited it until 18S1, 
when he sold it Ic Tobias H. Miller. In 182fi he 
(mmmenced the publication of "The Commercial 
Advertiser," which he continued for a few years, 
removing from Pottamonth to Kew York in 1880. 
There he became an editor of •■ The New York 



(Commercial Advertiser." which position he held 
until compelled to retire on account of a severe 
surgical operation, but in his retirement he con- 
tinued to write tor the daily press. 

TURLET, Thomas Battle, senator, b. in Mem- 
phis, Tenn.. S April, 18M. He aLitered the Con- 
federate arioy and served as a private throughout 
the war. In June, 1887. ho was graduated from 
Ihe law department of the University of Virginia, 
and atterward practised law at Memphis. On the 
death ot Isham G. Harris he was appointed by 
the governor of Tennessee, 20 July, 1897, to fill 
the vaconcv in the U. S. senate, Mr. Turley was 
subsequently elected by the legislature tor the 
unexpired term ending S March, 1901. 

TURNEr. PeUr. jurist, b. in Jasper, Marion 
CO., Tenn., 22 SepL. 1827, and is a sod of C S. 
Senator Ho|ikiDsIiaceyTiirney(f. v.). He received 
an English education nl Winchester, Tenn., studied 



law in his father's office for three years, and wis 
admitted to the bar in 184a He volunteered in 
the Confederate army at the beginning <ii the civil 
war, being elected colonel of the 1st Tennessee 
regiment, and remaining in the service till the 
surrender at Appomattox. He was at the battle 
of Seven Pines, the second battle ot Manassas, 
Cedar Run. Harper's Ferry. Antietam or Sharps- 
burg, and Fredericksburg, where he was wounded, 
and was recommended for promation by Qens. Lee. 
A. P. Hill, and James J. Archer. Afterthe war lie 
resumed the practice of the law at Winchester un- 
til 1670, when he became a justice of the supreme 
court of the State, and in 1886 chief juslfce, in 
which office he continued until elected governor 
of Tenneswe by the Democratic party in 1808. 
He served as governor for two terms, when he re- 
tired to private life. Judge Turney is 6 feet 2 
inches tall, and weighed 200 pounds when in his 
prime. He was not a profound lawyer nor jurist, 
but his opinions were chamcteriied by justness

TURNLEY, Paruenns TajlDr, soldier, b. in 
Dandridge.

In 18S5 he was 
transferred to the ijnarterra aster's department, in 
which he served faithfully until foiling health in- 
duced him to resign in December, 1809. Since 
that time he has lived with his family in Illinois.

e has since resided. Col. Turnley's letters to hi* 
father from 1846 to 1880 were printed by his sister 
(London, 1868). and he is also the author ot " Tuni- 
ler's Narrative from Diary " (Chicago, 1898). 

'TYLER. Maaon Whiting, lawyer, b. in Am- 
herst, Mass., and was graduated from Amherst 
college, where his father was the Oreelc professor. 
Entering the 37th Massachusetts volunteers in 
1803 as 3d lieutenant, he served through the oivil 
war. participating in numerous battles, including 
Oettysburg, and attained to the rank of coloneL

He wa» a pupil of Thor- 
waldsen. under whoee direction he produced maiir 
classical figures, including Apollo, Hebe, ana 
Venus. When the gigantic figures of the Twqjve 
Apostles were sent from Thorwaldsen's museum 
to the New York crystal palace in 1858 Mr. Dnno- 
ver was selected as their custodian.

Uie Lake Sbora 
and Michigan Sonthem, the Michigan Central and 
iliary line, the Canada Southern, the Chi- 
nd Northwestem. the Chiesfo, 8L Paul, 
ipolis and Omaha, and the Cleveland. Co- 
lumbus, Cincinnati and St Louis. Over all of 
these roads tbe VonderbiltS eiercise a strict lapel^ 
ion. and their name stuids as a gnantntee of 
careful, conservative, yet energeiic management. 
Numerous and eiaoting as were his railroad Inter- 
eats, he neverthelesB gare maoh time to religions 
and charitable work, and was assooiated as a di- 
rector or truatee with many pnblio organisations, 
societies, and institutions, among them being: 
Young men's Christian aaaociation. St. Luke's boe- 
pital, A merican museum of natural history, New 
York botanical garden, Columbia university. Do- 
mestic and foreign mLssionary society of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal chnrch. General theological semi- 
nary, and the Metropolitan mnsenm of art. Mr. 
Vanderbilt was for many years a member of the 
vestry of SL Bartholomew's church. New York, and 
was a vice-preaident of the New York genealogical 
and biographical aociety. Of a deeply religioDS 
and consciantions nature, he was always ready to 
fulfil every duty he assamed, and bis attendance 
at a meeting of trustees of any ot the above or 
other Institntions was as faithful as bis examina- 
tion of an abstruse railroad statement ot filtanoa. 

A Ithoa^ warned by his physicians that hit con- 
stant and an remitting attention to butineM was 
overtaxing his nerroos system be refneed to fol- 
low their advice to give np some of his earea. 
An additional burden came to him in the tnmmer 
ot ISW by reason ot the truitlcssness of his disap- 

Cxivsl of the marriage ot his eldeat eon. The re- 
turns between father and son became stnUned, 



and early in July Uie son left the father's honsa 
and made his home elsewhere. On the 14th ot that 
month the father wni stricken by cerebral bBmoT> 
rhageand lav tor several days at thapointot death. 
Careful medical attendance saved bis lite then, bnt 
when he had recovered he was partially paralysed, 
and took no active interest in busineis thereafter. 
When he was well enough to travel he went to Swit- 
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xerlaod and the south of France, where he remslTred 
tor atarU ■ year with his wife and younger chil- 
dren. He retunied home graatlj improTsd in 
health and apirito, but unable to take >n active par- 
ticipation in business aflaire. He spent the greater 
~art at his time at hie palatial residence, " The 
Jreokers," in New|iort, seen in the illustration, 
making occasional riaits to New York city when 
neoesurr. It was on one of these risits that the 
tbiid and Bnal attack came. Among his many pub- 
lio benefactions was the handsome hall glTon to 
y»le unirersity, at a coat of $S7S,000, as a memo- 
rial of his eldest son. who was a student there; 
the Bne building on Madison avenue for the use of 
railroad employeesj a contribution of 1100.000 tor 
the Protcstoot Episcopal cathedral ; jointl/ with 
his mother he erected and fullj equipped the St. 
Bartholomew's parish-house; and to the Metro- 
politan in useam of art be presented a valuable col- 
lection of drawings bj the old msslers, also the 
celebrated Minting of the " Horse Fair." by Rosa 
Bonheur. Bj his will Mr, Vanderbilt distributed 
nearly two million dollars in public and private 
bequests, inclmlkig t4OO,0UO to St. Bartholomew's 
ohuroh, 1100,000 U> Vale university, tlOCOOO to 
the Young men's Christian associatioH, t50,000 
to St. Luke's hospital, 190.000 to the domestic 
and foreign missions of the Protestant Episcopal 
churah, iSo.OOO to Yanderbilt uniTersity. and to 
the Metropolitan museum of art Turner's mog- 
niflcont painting of the Grand canal, Venice. — 
His brother. WflllBn KlsMm, b. on SUten Is- 
land. 13 Dec, 1840, 
succeeded him as 
head of the Van- 
derbilt family, a 
poeition he had 
virtually held ever 
since Cornelias was 
stricken first by 
paralysis, in the 
summer of ISQS. at 
which time William 
K. tnumed direc- 
tion ot all the rail- 
roads held by Van- 
derbilt interests. 
Like his brother ho 
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hie father while 
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hod.however.greal. 
er advantages informal schooling than his brother, 
tor his father sent the younger son abroad for a 
course of study at a Swiss academy in Geneva. 
He returned to the United Stales at the age ot 
nineteen, and entered the service of the New York 
Central railroad as a clerk In the ofll™ of the treas- 
urer. His grandfather, the " commoilore." and his 
father gave him plainly to understand that he was 
to receive no undue consideration, and that his 
advancement would depend entirely upon his own 
efforts and the return he made of his talents. He 
settled down to work.snd applied himself with dili- 
gence sufficient to warrant his promotion. In the 
uneventful dap of hie clerkship he l>ore himself 
much as in the later days, when his word was law 
in his own sphere. Somewhat more reserved and 
taciturn by nature than his elder brother, Corne- 
lius, he toiled at his desk, self-contained, dignifled 



fulte 
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and always punctual. After a period of service in 
the otHce of the treasurer ho was transferred to the 
tralflc department of the road, where ha made a

close personal investigation of the methods and de- 
tails of the department His course received tha 
approval of his father, who showed his appreciation 
by making thesonadirector in several of the Van- 
derbilt railroads. His first office of prominence 
came in 18T7. when he was made second vice-presi- 
dent of the New York Central and Hudson river 
railroad company. In this position he looked after 
especially the bonded interests of the company. 
When his father retinid from active business id 
1883, William K. became chairman of the board of 
directors ot the Lake Shore and Michi^n Southern 
railway, his brother, CorncliuH. becoming chairman 
ot the directors of the New York Central and of 
the Michigan Central. When the Vanderbilt* 
bought the New York. Chicago and St. Louis rail- 
way he became its Qnancial head. He was chosen 
also a director in each ot the lines in the Vander- 
bilt system. In 1883 he became president of the 
Nickel Plate road, 

Aboat this time he took an interest in stock 
transactions in Wall street. A man ot tireless 
energy, he must take an active part in whatever 
occupies his attention. His stock operations, there- 
fore, were planneil on a large scale, and he made 
some daring and brilliant moves. He was cor- 
nered at la.1t, however, and was obliged to have re- 
course to his father for help oat ot his difficulties. 
Alterthiseiperience he gave up operations in Wall 
street, and confined his financial energies strictly to 
railroad interests. He carried this same forceful 
driving into whatever he undertook, and when he 
built a town-house in New York citj he reared a 
structure characteristic of the builder in its strength 
and beauty of outline,oneDtthe show.placesotthe 
city. His home at Newport. R. I., known as the 
Marble House, is similar to the other in its strik- 
ing qualilies, and his country-house at Isltp. Loug 
Island, gave one more evidence of the pervading 
influence of the builder. He buitt a yacht whicE 
he named "Alva." after his wife, and when thia 
vessel was sunk he built another, the "Valiant." 
one ot the finest pleasure-yachts afloat, in which 
he made many trips to Europe and to other psrla 
of the world. He has been also a member of 
most of the syndicates organiiad to build racing 
jnchls in defence of the "America's" cup. A 
traveller of no mean eiperience, when he visited 
Russia he made his tour in a private train, a thing 
which until that time hail seemed almost a pre- 
rogative of royalty in that country. Like his 
father and grandfather he hod a fondness tor 
horses, maintaining an extensive stable, but allow- 
ing none ot his horses to appear on a public race- 
course in this conntrjr. He is, however, a liberal 
palron ot the American jockey club. Together 
with this love for travel, adventure, yachts, and 
horses goes an earnest and equally discriminating 
love for ari in its various forms and tor rare books. 
Contrasted with his brother in bearing and de- 
meanor, he differs also in his attitude toward the 
conduct ot the business enterprises in which both 
were engaged. Cornelius was a man tor whom no 
detail WB9 too small nor no question too trivial, 
while William K. is contented to apply himself to 
the larger aspects of the question in hand, leaving 
the details to be carried out by subordinates in (he 
manner that appears best to each individual officer, 
insisting, however, that the end attained be along 
the general lines he has laid down. This he can do 
safely, for one reason, because ot the rare discrim-

He attended a Moravian school at Brainard, whera 
the Moravians bad a mission in the Cherokee 
Nation. He claimed descent on his father's side 
from a Spanish officer of the followers of De Solo, 
who left the Spaniards when thoy pamed through 
the Cherokee country and married a Cherokee 
woman. His mother wu a sister of Charles Reese, 
who distinguished himself under Jackson at tha 
battle of the Horse Shoe. He was fond of read- 
ing, and could write well in English, bnt never 
learned to speak it well. He was noted for his si- 
lence, bnt wasalwaysan attentivetialener. Though 
small in stature, he wsa exceedingly strong and 
active, and waa a famous ball-plnyer. When the 
troubles of the Cherokeea reganliiig their lands in 
Georgia occurred Stand Waite and bis brother, 
Elias Boudinot, the Rogeiv, John Adair.ando^ers 
attended and participated in what was known as 
the Schimmerhom treaty in 1835. by which they 
ceded their lanits in Georgia in eichnnge for lands 
in the west A large numtior of the Cherokees re- 
pudiated the treaty and refused to move, but they 
illed to do so by tlie government. It 
after the immigration waa over, that 
Hi-uuiiiMi tint held to determine what should be 
done about it. The council waa an informal one, 
and was held at Double Springs. No one knew 
what was decided to be done until it waa done. 
Elias Boudinot was then living at the Park Hill 
mission station. One morning not long after the 
council he was tomahawked to death. On Uia 
same day Major Ridge and his brother, John 
Ridge, were hilled. Stand H'aite was to have been 
kilted also, bat received warning in time to make 
his escape. From that time until 1846 blood 
flowed in the Cherokee Nation like water. Waite 
took no active hand in the feud except once, when 
he accidentally met just over the line in Arkansas 
the leader of the band who had killed hia uncle. 
Major Ridge. Him hekilled. tor which be waaduly 
tried in Fsyetteville, and furnished an occasion 
for a famous lawyer ot that period, named Arring- 
ton, to make one of the greatest speeches of bts 
life. The treatv of 1839 buried the hatchet be- 
tween the hostile parties, and Stand Waite applied 
himself to businen and soon acqaired a fonune. 
On the breaking out ot the civil war he took side* 
with the Confederates, and was chosen colonel ot 
the 1st Cherokee regiment of infantry in October, 
1861. He waa appointed brigadier-general, 10 May, 
1864, bis command consiating ot the let and 8d 
Creek regiments of intantry, a Cherokee battalion 
of intantry, a Seminole battalion of infantry, and 
an Osage battalion. He was chief ot theCherokee 
Nation from October, 1862. to September, 1863.
